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Abutters appealing solar site plan vote

Though the Agawam Planning 
Board last week signed off on 
Eversources plans for two mas- 
sive solar farms in Feeding Hills, 
neighbors are challenging the de- 
cision in court. 

Michael Pill, an attorney for 
Kosak Court residents Carl Pin- 
ette, Marsha Pinette and Aline 





Stolar, said he immediately ap- 
pealed last Thursday's site plan 
approval, which was a unanimous 
vote of the Planning Board. 

The land on which the electric 
company plans to build a solar fa- 
cility with 20 acres of panels bor- 
ders South West Street and Kosak 
Court, in an agricultural zone. The 
other proposed solar farm would 
cover 6 acres off South Westfield 
Street, also zoned agricultural. 


Pill, a partner at Green Miles 
Lipton LLP of Northampton, ar- 
gued this week that the Planning 
Board did not have the right to 
grant site plan approval under 
current zoning ordinances. He 
said Agawam's zoning laws dont 
allow industrial uses in agricul- 
tural zones. 

“Electrical generation is defi- 
nitely an industrial use, and 
shouldn't be allowed on this land,’

For the 14th year, five Aga- 
wam teachers are recipients of an 
award that recognizes Western 
Massachusetts teachers for out- 
standing teaching and impact on 
students, colleagues, and schools. 

Each year, School Superinten- 
dent William Sapelli selects recip- 
ients for the Pioneer Valley Excel- 
lence in Teaching Award (PVETA). 
Susan Aubrey, Stephanie Harris, 
Rebecca Osborn, Raymond Pe- 
ters and Mary Purdy were chosen 
from more than two dozen teach- 
ers nominated by their peers and 
administrators this year. 

The five Agawam teachers will 
be feted with other winners at an 
awards dinner Wednesday, May 3, 
at the Log Cabin in Holyoke. A part- 
nership of the Irene E. and George 
A. Davis Foundation, MassMutu- 
al Life Insurance Company, and 
the Harold Grinspoon Charitable 
Foundation, the teacher awards 
program has recognized more than 
1,000 educators since 2003. 

Agawams teachers are among 
141 teachers from 28 school sys- 
tems in Franklin, Hampden and 
Hampshire counties honored this 
year. 

In addition to the award, 
teachers will receive $250 for their 
personal use, an engraved plaque, 
a letter of commendation from 
Gov. Charlie Baker, a three-month 
membership to a local YMCA or 
the Jewish Community Center, 
and a grant for a graduate course 
at one of four local universities. 
For the first time, an additional 
$250 will be given to awardees 
who submit an innovative proj- 
ect-based learning idea to be car- 
ried out with their students. 

Sapelli said all 25 nominees for 
2017 are extraordinary teachers.

Kylie Kularski laughs, she swims, she 
loves listening to music, and is in many 
ways a typical middle school girl at Doer- 
ing School. But she’s far from typical, as she 
has to overcome tremendous adversity in 
her youth due to her lack of sight, speech, 
and mobility. 

From birth Kylie was diagnosed with bi- 
lateral anophthalmia, which is the absence 
of both eyes. A few years later she was di- 
agnosed with cerebral palsy, requiring the 
use of a wheelchair, and has undergone 
multiple surgeries on her hips in the first 
13 years of her life. She hasn't let the moun- 
tain of adversity stop her from doing the 
things she loves and wants to do. Around 
the house they call her “Smiley Kylie’ 

“She loves music. Country, pop, top 40, 
typical teenage stuff. She's got her own iPad 
and a speaker we put in the back of her 
wheelchair. It relaxes her; explained her 
mother Kelly. “We always try to include Ky- 
lie in everything that she can do that any 
typical child her age has done through the 
years. We take her swimming and she loves 
it — she laughs, cracks up hysterically. She 
wears a life jacket and when she swims at 
school it is kind of like a big flotation raft 
that she takes for that.’ 

Her stepdad, Al Grassetti, added with a 
chuckle, “She does what everybody strives 
to do, she just lays and relaxes.’ 

She and her family need help, however, 
to defray the cost of the equipment and 
renovations that enable Kylie to maintain 
her active youth. On Saturday, May 6, Kites 
of Compassion will host “Kites 4 Kylie, a 
fundraiser to build a bathroom addition on 
Kylie’s house that is much more wheelchair 
friendly with an open shower, upgrade Ky- 
lies bedroom, and also help pay for a van 
that has a wheelchair lift. 


Postal food drive marks silver anniversary next month 


Saturday, May 13, marks the 25th anni- 
versary of the National Association of Let- 
ter Carriers Stamp Out Hunger Food Drive. 
Letter carriers walk through the communi- 
ty every day, often coming face to face with 
a sad reality for too many — hunger. So, 
each year on the second Saturday in May, 
letter carriers across the country collect 
non-perishable food donations from cus- 
tomers. These donations go directly to lo- 
cal food pantries to provide food to people 
in Western Massachusetts who need help. 

Participating in this year's food drive is 
simple. Non-perishable food donations left 
in a bag by mailboxes on Saturday, May 13, 
will be picked up by letter carriers. 

The food drive's timing is crucial. Food 
banks and pantries often receive the ma- 
jority of their donations during the Thanks- 
giving and Christmas holiday seasons. By 
springtime, many pantries are depleted, 


entering the summer low on supplies at 
a time when many school breakfast and 
lunch programs are not available to chil- 
dren in need. 

Last year, over 80 million pounds of food 
was collected nationally, feeding an esti- 
mated 64 million people. Over the course of 
its 24-year history, the drive has collected 
1.5 billion pounds of food, thanks to a post- 
al service universal delivery network that 
spans the entire nation, including Puerto 
Rico, Guam and the U.S. Virgin Islands. 

The need for food donations is great. Cur- 
rently, 49 million Americans — one in six — 
are unsure where their next meal is coming 
from. Thirteen million are children who 
feel hunger's impact on their overall health 
and ability to perform in school. More than 
5 million seniors over age 60 are food inse- 
cure, with many who live on fixed incomes 
often too embarrassed to ask for help.

A typical day during the school year for 
Kylie starts with one of her personal care 
assistants, Kim Wyckoff and Alyssa Pap- 
pas, helping get her ready for the school 
van. School is busy for her — in addition to 
academics, she has occupational therapy, 
physical therapy, vision, speech, adaptive 
physical education. She also works on feed- 
ing, since there are some foods she can eat 
by herself with some direction and others 
she needs help with, and works on a TRAM 
device that helps her take weight-bearing 
steps. She participates in regular physical 
education classes with the help of a spe- 
cial instructor modifies the class activities 
to her abilities. Last year, she also started 
working on a new program using an iPad 
for communication, an improvement over 
the “yes” and “no” switches she uses for 
most interactions. 

“She isn't verbal, Wyckoff explained. 
“She gets her point across with her body 
language, though. She communicates with 
laughing, crying, [its] basically getting to 
know her moods, really. People that she 
goes to school or friends we have will grab 
her hand and go ‘Hi, Kylie: She'll laugh, but 
its one-way communication, really. She 
knows theyre there, she understands a lot 
more than she can translate out.’ 

Wyckoff spends approximately 40 hours 
a week with Kylie. Both Kelly and Grassetti 
work in hospitals, so there are sometimes 
days where they cant be around, and Wy- 
ckoffis there to keep Kylie company and at- 
tend to her needs. She has grown very fond

of the young girl and they have become 
very close. 

“We joke around quite a lot. It is like a 
big sister-little sister [relationship]. We'll 
argue and then we get along. I tell her when 
she needs to get it together and she tells 
me when I need to get it together. I dress 
her cute, I try to do her hair — she doesn't 
let me, laughed Wyckoff. “We like being 
around each other. Her sense of humor, her 
wit — I personally think she has a sense of 
sarcasm and adult humor. It’s quite funny 
to me.’ 

Kelly said they have been fortunate to 
have family and friends that are so support- 
ive of the family. Along with her affection- 
ate little brother Giovanni, she said there 
is always someone ready to help them out 
and stay at the house with Kylie whenever 
an unforeseen hospital stay arises.

They 
make ideal gifts for Mother's

Comerford uses just her trained artistic 
eye, delicate scissors, and fine black paper 
to create her silhouettes.

the United States, and have ap- 
peared at events through New 
England. Comerford silhou- 
ettes have also been featured 
in Yankee Magazine.

The house was 
placed in the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places in

Federal-era home and is available to rent 
for business functions and social events.

Organ donors 
deserve salute 


eople die every day in the United States waiting 
for an organ transplant, but every single person 


has the chance to reduce the numbers greatly. 

While many people equate organ donation with 
checking a box on one’s driver's license application, 
it is important to remember that there are numerous 
faces and stories related to that stroke of a pen: the 
faces and stories of people who would not be alive had 
someone not made the choice to become a donor. 

According to information from LifeChoice Donor 
Services — one of 58 federally designated, non-profit 
organ procurement organizations in the country, rep- 
resenting three counties in Western Massachusetts 
and six counties in Connecticut with a combined pop- 
ulation of 2.3 million people — 90 percent of the na- 
tions population supports organ and tissue donation, 
but only 35 percent have documented this decision. 
Approximately 45 percent of New England residents 
are registered donors. 

Every day, 22 people die because there are not 
enough organs available. One donor can save eight 
people with a necessary organ transplant, including 
the heart, liver, kidneys, pancreas and lungs, and more 
than 50 people through tissue and eye donations. 

To say that donating an organ is a selfless decision 
that changes a stranger's life is an understatement. 
Being an organ donor means that when your life has 
ended, your body will make one — or several — final 
gifts to humanity, restoring a mother, father, sister, 
brother, husband, wife, or friend back to health and 
back to the family that has fearfully watched their 
loved one fight to live. 

Making the decision to be an organ donor is a no- 
ble one, but it is only the first step. Education is the 
next step to helping save lives that need not be lost. 

This month is National Donate Life Month, and 
some of Agawams neighbors, like Southwick and 
Westfield, have been flying Donate Life flags at their 
town halls, police stations and hospitals. When you 
see a flag flying, take a moment to reflect on the lives 
of donors and recipients. More than 120,000 people 
are waiting for a transplant. In 2016, more than 6,000 
people died waiting for an organ. To lose a loved one is 
tragic, but to know one death saved another's life can 
bring great comfort to the grieving.

Baseball in my younger days 


aseball 2017 has begun, and with it 
B my nostalgia reawakens. I was think- 
ing about when I was a kid and was 
putting away my hockey stick 


on, until the last would be the outfielder. 

There was not a lot of action for the out- 

fielder, as not many of us could hit the ball 
that well. 





and ice skates, deflating my 

basketball and tucking it 
away for another year, storing 
my winter coat, mittens and 
gloves for another year, and 
bringing out the baseball glove, 
the bat and a ball. 

At my bedside was a plastic 
radio, tuned to WHDH, the sta- 
tion of the Red Sox. The play- 
by-play and color broadcasters 
were heard, discussed and all my 
friends would correct the man- 
agers decisions on the day after the broad- 
cast. When the Red Sox were playing out of 
town, the broadcast came over the teletype 
machine and the play-by-play took a little 
more work, and one had to visualize what 
was happening. 

Our ballfield was an empty lot bounded 
by a fence. We took burlap and rice sacks 
and filled them with dirt for the bases and 
home plate. Those that had a bat brought 
theirs, but most of us had a baseball glove. 
It was a hand-me-down and usually and 
we all had aspirations for a first baseman’s 
glove. It seemed so big and easy to use. My 
glove was hand-me-down from my uncle. I 
used cooking oil to make it supple and kept 
pounding on it to create a big pocket to 
catch the ball. 

Usually we were lucky to start the year 
off with a new baseball. Someone would 
get a ball for Christmas. After a few days 
the cover was gone from hitting and run- 
ning the ball over the dirt ground. The 
cover would deteriorate and fall off. One of 
us would show up with a roll of black elec- 
trian’s tape. We would cover the ball with 
that and play with it until someone might 
get another new ball for a birthday. It was 
Depression times, and there was not a lot 
of discretionary money for baseballs. 

Whoever showed up to play ball got on 
a team. We would choose up sides. The old- 
est would take turns picking a player. The 
first one chosen would be the pitcher. The 
second would be the first baseman and so

I usually was picked for third 
base. I had a strong throwing 
arm and could field fairly well. I 
was not much of a hitter. When 
I got a hit, it usually was a sin- 
gle over first base. Even though 
I was a right-handed hitter, I 
probably swung late and pulled 
the ball to the right. 

We did not call balls and 
strikes. The pitcher would throw 
until the batter got a hit, how- 
ever three outs was the end of 
that team’s inning. After a few innings, we 
might stop and reshuffle the teams so that 
everyone got a better chance at fielding 
and hitting. 

I was lucky in the fact that once a sea- 
son, I got to go on the train to Boston, then 
a trolley car ride to Kenmore Square and 
then walk to Yawkey Way and Fenway Park, 
to see a Red Sox game. I had saved what- 
ever money I could from various odd jobs, 
mowing lawns, babysitting and washing 
cars, so I didn't have to have bleacher seats, 
but could watch the game from the stands. 
My uncle Irving would be the one to take 
me, and of course there had to be hot dogs 
and peanuts as well as soda. 

That game at Fenway Park would make 
for conversations for weeks after, and I 
tried to emulate the third baseman and 
the batters whenever I played again. We 
usually had to quit playing when we lost 
daylight, or our mothers sent someone to 
tell us it was time to wash up for supper 
(in those days it was breakfast, dinner and 
supper ... not breakfast, lunch and dinner).

requesting a meeting to discuss the forma- 
tion of a committee to prioritize the town’s 
options for areas similar to Walnut Street 
Extension.

These are forms of urban renewal 
programs which assist commu- 
nities to revitalize decrepit, sub- 
standard or blighted open areas 
and to encourage sound growth.

At the request of many residents and 
councilors, I sent Mayor Cohen a memo

an ordinance creating a Redevelopment 
Authority which, if approved, could enable 
a municipality like Agawam to more easily 
obtain state or federal funding for identi- 
fied projects within that plan.

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Expo donated 4-H beef steer 
to Parish Cupboard pantry 


WEST SPRINGFIELD — Eastern States 
Exposition recently donated a prize steer 
to the Parish Cupboard kitchen and food 
pantry, which serves Agawam and West 
Springfield. 

Acting on behalf of his board of direc- 
tors, Exposition President Gene Cassidy 
bid on and purchased a 1,230-pound Maine 
Anjou steer at the 4-H Beef Auction, held 
during the Big E last fall. It sold for $4.50 
per pound and produced approximately 
750 pounds of meat of exceptional quality. 

“The Parish Cupboard now has hun- 
dreds of pounds of nutritious beef in its 
freezers to feed the homeless and hungry 
onsite and provide, along with canned 
goods and pasta from our pantry, to needy 
families and senior citizens, said Martha 
Tighe, Parish Cupboard director. “I cannot 
begin to tell you how much the beef from 
that steer means to our program. We are 
giving one-pound packages out to our se- 
niors and they are almost crying when they 
get frozen beef to cook. Bill Cawthra, my 
chef, is making a variety of hearty dishes. 
We used it all winter long for chili, meat- 
loaf, stroganoff, beef stew and other tasty, 
nutritious meals for the people we serve. 
This was such a wonderful donation.’ 

On a sunny but chilly day in late Febru- 


ary, Cawthra was preparing his signature 
meatloaf, gravy, mashed potato and cole- 
slaw lunch for homeless clients who are 
served a daily hot meal between 11:15 a.m. 
and 12:15 p.m. 

“You have no idea how many lives your 
donation has enhanced, he said to Cassidy. 

Cassidy, who pronounced the meatloaf 
“as good as The Fort’s, said he is pleased 
that so many people have been served and 
added that the donation also helps raise 
awareness about the mission of agricul- 
ture. “We rely on farmers to produce and 
harvest food for our tables, he said. “We 
sometimes overlook the huge role agricul- 
ture plays in our everyday lives and how it 
is essential to our existence.’

field firefighter, told him it was happening. 

Halper said he monitored the event's 
registration date, and had a reminder on 
his phone so he could sign up to take part. 

“This was something I really wanted to 
do, said Halper, who has been with the 
Agawam Fire Department for a little more 
than a year. “This was something we could 
do for the families of the firefighters who 
were killed that day” 

He said it was easy to climb 72 stories in 
full gear int a building that was not burn- 
ing, smoking, or coming down. He was able 
to make the full climb. The firefighters from 
Ladder 15 did not have the same experi- 
ence, but went into the building with the 
same attitude. 

“Those guys went into the building to 
rescue people, said Halper. “They were 
not thinking the building was going to col- 
lapse.’ 

Halper learned prior to the climb that 
he had been selected to honor Kopytko, 
and did research on his brother firefighter. 

“I thought it was important for me to 
know the person I was representing, said 
Halper. “I’m not sure if others researched 
their firefighters, but I wanted to know 
who he was, if he had a family, and where 
he worked. He sacrificed his life for others’ 

Halper not only took part in the climb, 
but he also toured the area around the 
World Trade Center, as well as a museum 
dedicated to the terrorist attacks of Sept. 
ll. 

“I gained a real appreciation for what 
had happened here once I saw everything, 
said Halper. “Once I saw it up close, it

As excitement builds for its 143rd run- 
ning on May 6, Robyn and Paul Sadowski 
will be saddling up for their own Derby 
event, the third annual Derby Day for the 
Relay fundraiser, to be held from 4:30 to 7 
p.m. Saturday, May 6, at Murphy's Pub, 664 
Suffield St, Agawam. Funds raised will ben- 
efit the American Cancer Society's Relay for 
Life of Agawam. 

“As this year’s contenders get ready at 
Churchill Downs in Louisville, you can not 
only watch live pre-race events on the pubs 
giant TV screens, but you can buy tickets 
at our fundraiser to see if you can pick the 
Derby's winner and take home a prize, said 
Paul Sadowski. “Our fundraiser is open 
to anyone interested in participating and 
helping us find a cure for cancer. Our goal 
is a world in which no one has to hear those 
terrible words, “You have cancer.” 

The Agawam residents have been active 
participants in the Relay since it began in 
Agawam six years ago. They are also huge 
fans of horse racing, especially the Triple 
Crown, for which the Kentucky Derby is 
the first event.

an injunction to prevent the town from is- 
suing building permits, and asks that the 
court hear an appeal of the Planning Board 
decision. Marc Strange, the towns director 
of planning and community development, 
said last week’s vote would allow the proj- 
ect to move forward once a building permit 
is issued. 

Several neighbors of the 20-acre Kosak 
Court solar farm have spoken against the 
project at past Planning Board meetings. 
At last Thursdays meeting, neighbors 
were in attendance, but said very little as 
Eversource presented some revised plans. 
Strange said the approved revisions include 
the removal of the four rows of solar panels 
closest to Kosak Court, and an increase in 
the size of evergreen trees to be planted. 

“The idea in removing a few rows of 
panels is to increase the distance between 
the solar panels and nearest abutter, said 
Strange. “And the applicant agreed to bring 
in larger trees to create a bigger visual buf- 
fer for the neighbors.’ 

According to town records, Eversource 
owns more than 100 acres of land off South 
West Street. The 20-acre solar field site 
lies in the path of the proposed Route 57 
expressway extension. Parts of the Ever- 


source property are protected wetlands. 
The power companys property on South 
Westfield Street, which totals 37 acres, is 
close to the Connecticut state line. 

Last month, Strange said the Ever- 
source projects were the only solar farm 
proposals being considered. Two other 
eround-mounted solar installations are al- 
ready operating in Agawam, on the former 
Mushy’s site off Main Street and on Shoe- 
maker Lane near Route 57. A third solar 
farm has been permitted atop a landfill on 
Bondis Island, but has not been built. 

In response to the Eversource project, 
the Planning Board and City Council have 
been working on a proposed ordinance 
that would clarify the zoning restrictions 
on future solar projects. The council has 
scheduled a public hearing on the pro- 
posed ordinance for its May 1 meeting. The 
council will have to approve two readings 
of the ordinance before it can become law. 

As originally written, the ordinance 
would have restricted large ground-mount- 
ed solar arrays to industrial zones only, in 
addition to other requirements. The town 
government itself — which owns several 
large tracts of undeveloped land in agricul- 
tural and residential zones — would not 
have to follow its own zoning rules, however.

As a child, Susan Aubrey found it diffi- 
cult to pay attention and become motivat- 
ed in elementary school. Today, she's help- 
ing many children who feel the same way. 

“I always felt I understood these chil- 
dren very well. I felt I could reach them, 
said Aubrey, who assists first graders re- 
quiring intensive literacy support because 
they struggle with reading and writing. 

Working in small groups in the Reading 
Recovery program, Aubrey can easily build 
a bond or relationship with each child. Au- 
brey said she has seen how powerful the 
program can be in building self-confidence. 

“Many of our first graders can read a few 
words when they begin school, but by the 
time they ve completed Reading Recovery, 
most have caught up to their peers, she 
said. 

Aubrey said theres no other profession 
as gratifying as teaching. “I absolutely love 
my position. Even when days are extreme- 
ly hard, there are many proud moments 
— something happens and a child under- 
stands something a little clearer, or feels 
proud of an accomplishment.’ 

Aubrey said the school’s book closet — 
which is different than a library — is in crit- 
ical need of more books with plays. Her goal 
is to use the $250 award to purchase books 
as well as costumes and props so students 
can perform for their parents and the com- 
munity. She may use the $250 in personal 
prize toward her doctorate degree. 
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A reading specialist at Phelps School, Susan Au- 
brey works with first graders who require inten- 
sive literacy support because they are struggling 
to read and write.

When Raymond Peters left his teaching 
position in Holyoke two years ago because 
of budget cuts, he was thrilled to be offered 
a position teaching chemistry at Agawam 
High School because he had formerly 
worked as a permanent long-term substi- 
tute and done his student teaching there.
